SO MANY constituents: have
asked that I review the bond
proposals again that I am tak-
ing advantage of this oppor-
tunity to do so.

Proposition No, 1 on the
June ballot is a $200 million
bond issue to continue the
school building loan program
started in 1949, Revenues from
sale of the bonds would be
used to make loans to school
districts which have already
bonded themselves locally to
the legal maximum, but which
still need more funds to build
classrooms for unhoused 'pu-
pils. §

The argument for approval
of this measure can be brigfed
quickly. A half million more
pupils are expected to enter
our public schools by 1864, To
build rooms to hold them dur.
ing 1963 and 1964, $200 mil.
lion will be needed.

ARGUMENTS against the
measure are short. First, the
amount is too low; it should
